NANKING, China, Aug. 19— 
(UP) -—-Communist Headquarters 


at Yenan Monday night ordered 
its 130,000,000 followers to mobi- 
lize for full-scale civil war against 
the Nationalist Government “to 
shatter Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s offensive.” . 

The order, broadcast over the 
Kalgan radio to every section of 
China and Manchuria, was the 
first open declaration of war in 
18 years of Communist-Koumin- 
tang (Government Party) strife. 


_It was the second full mobiliza- 
tion order ever issued by Yenan. 


_The first was against the Japanese 


in 1937. 

It placed all Communist areas 
on a war footing and warned 
cities and villages in Communist- 
controlled territory to take “all 
necessary precautions” against air 
raids. 

After the broadcast a spokes- 
man estimated the new Commu- 
nist Army Would be the size of. 
United States war-time forces— 
more than 10,000,000 men.

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Merger in Germany and Why 


In Germany plans are under way to 
merge the American and British zones into 
one economic unit. The Russians refused 
an invitation to merge their zone. 

The proposal was made for two first- 
rate, almost necessary, reasons. 

Germany cannot become a self-sustain- 
ing country split up into zones. A united 
Germany could not attain that status for 
at least the next several years. 

Secondly, such a merger will reduce 
costs to both Allied governments involved. 
Cost to the United States now is about 
two billion dollars each year. | 

There is a third reason, not publicly 
talked. 

Before the war the economy of Europe 
was founded on German industrial and 
chemical production, as well as on man- 
agerial “know how.” 

It was German machinery, coal and 
tools which were most responsible for 
making the wheels of Europe go around. 
With that factor removed the recovery of 
all Europe will be delayed. 

Russia seeks, through a close alliance 
with the industrial genius of the Czechs, 
to slow down all such recovery. 


The Russians want Americans, and 


Britons, to become weary of the burden of 
occupation, both the physical military oc- 
cupation and the financial cost of it. We 
may expect the Communist line in this 
country adroitly to begin suggesting that 
we pull out of Germany, reduce the cost 
to taxpayers, and “bring the boys home.” 

You may watch for that “line.” 

Meanwhile, Russia has bound Czecho- 
slovakia to a close agreement. Europe will 
get nothing of Czech production. A discon- 
tented, harassed Europe would be an eas- 
ier field for communization. 


e A merged U. S.-British zone and econ- 
omy will have an excellent chance to make 
real headway. The fusion will mean one 
program for textiles, industry, farming, 
transportation, and so on. Exports can be 
pooled as well as necessary imports. 

It affords an excellent chance to dem- 
onstrate the capitalistic system’s ability to 
outproduce and supply a better living 
standard than the Russian system. 

If it does so begin to demonstrate, the 
Russians may be expected to capitulate 
and join in to avoid comparisons which 
often are odious. - 


The Need for Rural Road Repairs 


A just-completed survey by The Consti- 
tution’s State News Service indicates that 
rural Georgians face another Winter of 
oft-impassable roads.

Also, I think it would violate 
the cépyright. It concerns‘the old days when all Afghanistan seethed 
with reports of Russian spies and a Russian thrust through the pass. 

It concerns, in particular, one Wali Dada who warned the King 
that the war with Russia was at hand. 


“Slowly he led to a peach tree small 
That grew by a cleft of the city wall. 
And he said to the boy: “They shall praise thy zeal 
So long as the red spurt follows the steel. 
And the Russ is upon us even now, 
Great is thy prudence—wait them, thou. 
Watch from the tree. Thou are young and strong. 
Surely the vigil is not for long. 
The Russ is upon us, that clamor ran, 
Surely, an hour will bring the van. 
Wait and watch. When the host is near, 
Shout aloud that my men may hear... .’” 

So, they placed Wali Dada in the peach tree which grew from 
a cleft in the great city wall. A guard was set that he might not flee. 


“Till the seventh day he fought with his fate. 
Then madness took him, and men declare 
He mowed in the branches as ape and bear, 
And last as a sloth, ere his body failed, 
And he hung like a bat in the forks, and wailed, 
And sleep the cord of his hands untied, 
And he fell, and was caught on the points, and died.... 
Two things greater than all things are, 
The first is Love and the second War. 

« And since we know not how’war may prove,

So runs the poem. I am reminded of it again because of all the 
tribe of Wali Dada now loosed upon us, 

-* “The Russ is upon us, even now,” they cry. 

And they damn most heartily, as fellow traveler or fool or dolt, 
every person who will not join them. Now and then, if you see 
me glancing about, it is to see if there is not a convenient peach tree 
growing in the city wall. Before turning to the tender subject of 
Love, let us speak briefly of War. 


Peace Dr. Louie D. Newton, one of the American Committee 

on Russian Relief recently returned from the Soviet 
Union, found no talk of war on the part of the people and no wish 
for it. So reported his associates. 

Dr. Newton and I assuredly are not working the same side of 
the street, but that was the same impression I received in Russia 
a year ago from a people hungry and eager for a better life. 

The people are not the leaders. And people can be led into a 
war, as history has shown. But the leaders are very careful to pre- 
pare the people to be so ‘led. 

I refuse to believe the Russian leaders, who are split into an 
expansionist, imperialistic group and an anti- expansionist bloc, will 
be able to lead the Russian people into war in our time. 

Now, whether they are planning years of building up an accept- 
ance of the “necessity” of such a war in the minds of the people 
is quite another thing. 

In that we can have a part, despite the so-called iron curtain. 

But to insist there is an immediate danger of war with Russia 
will not stand up. 


: It is true the Communist Party in this country is 
Communists joyai first of all to Russia. It will follow the 
Communist line in all matters. That line is never constant. It has 
for its purpose the support of any and all things which will make 
worse any troublesome problem. 

We will have a dirty, rough, shooting strike of the maritime 
workers in September if the Communists, who control that union, 
have their way. As I pointed out here many times before, the 
Maritime Union is affiliated with the International Association of 
Unions which are Communist-dominated, with headquarters in 
France. Some of the AFL unions engaged in maritime work also 
are poisoned with Communist infiltration. They likely. will join 
the strike. Elected leaders of such unions, CIO and AFL, are 
figureheads. 

All of this will be aimed at worsening our internal, or domestic 
situation. The Communist elements, not large and not directly 
powerful, actually have fewer members than ever before. The 
same is true of the Communist Party. 

But they are in some unions and some organizations. They will 
seek to confuse and foment disorder and trouble for the Government. 

While Russia may view this with pleasure, it will not at all mean 
that war with Russia is nearer or any more likely. 

If we can go ahead firmly with our job of demonstrating that 
the capitalistic system provides the best standard of living for more 
and more people; if we can direct it toward removing what misery 
and reasons for discontent that exist, we can easily defeat any 
domestic Communist effort and can, I believe, prevent the war 
with Russia that could come, say, 25 years from now. 

Let me look around for that peach tree.

Of Robinson Crusoe 


The young men who, in uniform of Army

Fm many of us of the centuries-old idea that such places are 
ideal spots for romantic living. 

Nevertheless, it is safe to predict that, as long as the romantic 
story provides escapist literature, there will be some corners of this 
big world which will be the locale of such stories. Localities as yet 
unexplored by men from the civilized world and, therefore, locali- 
ties which can be described ’most any way without fear of con- 
tradiction, because practically no one knows any better. 


It was, therefore, with a renewal of that 
Colonel Fawcett old thrill which dates back to boyhood’s 
first reading of “Robinson Crusoe,’” that a brief news story in The 
Sunday Constitution caught the eye. It was datelined Rio de 
Janeiro, and quoted a Brazilian explorer named Willy Aureli to 
the effect he had positive proof that Col. P. H. Fawcett, famous 
explorer who last was heard from more than 20 years ago, is still 
living, as the “white chief’ of a large Indian village deep in the 
unexplored Brazilian jungles. 
It is the old allure of such romance, the old excitement that all 
the world has vicariously known ever since Daniel Defoe’s famous 


story of the castaway on a Caribbean island first appeared in print. 


Though, to be sure, the parallel with fiction, this time, is more 
like the story of “Lord Jim,” by Joseph Conrad. “Lord Jim,” you 
remember, became a leader of Malayan natives, deep in the penin- 
sula of which we knew so little until war made it important in 
the strategy of battle. 

For Col. Fawcett is on no island. He is deep in the unknown 
recesses of a great continent, a continent which probably contains 
larger-unexplored area than any section of the globe today. 

He is said to be chief of a village of 9,000. These are the 
“ferocious Calapos” Indians, a tribe said to be the largest of all 
the tribes of wild inhabitants of those jungles. 

What is more, Aureli says there are 21 other whites living in 
that village. Survivors not only of Fawcett’s original exploring 
party, but of an expedition sent to search for Col. Fawcett years 
after his disappearance. 

And, among them, is named a newspaper correspondent, 
Horacio Fusoni, of the United Press, who went with the later relief 
expedition. 


Do They Know? One.of the first questions we ask, obvious- 


ly, is do these castaways of the jungle 
know that World War II has come and passed? Have they heard, 
deep in their jungle homes, of the atomic bomb? Do they know 
anything of the history of the outer world during the two decades 
of their isolation? 

Probably not. For if there had been communication one way, 
there would probably have been contact the other. Or, come -:to 
think of it, perhaps some airplane, soaring over the jungle, dropped 
by inadvertance, book or magazine or newspaper that eventually 
found its way to the great village of the Calapos and the white 
people who live there. 

Again, wouldn’t you like to know what new comforts and con- 
veniences Fawcett and his associates have taught the natives, or 
shown them how to construct? 

Has the little group of whites gone completely native, or has 
it changed the savage modes of life for the better? How is the 
sanitation in that village today, compared to what it was before 
Fawcett became the “white chief’? 

What of the food? Do they all eat as have the natives through- 
out their history, or have Fawcett and his companions introduced 
new dishes, trained the native cooks in ways to provide healthier 
and more tasteful food? 

There are a thousand and one questions we'd like answered. 

Perhaps, though, the rumor is nothing more. Perhaps Fawcett 
and all the others are, today, but bleached bones scattered beneath 
the under growth of the steaming jungle. That seems more likely. 

But there is food, in the little news story, for unlimited play of 
romantic imagination. Let’s dream some modern counterparts of 
Crusoe or Lord Jim in Brazilian jungle settings. No one can 
disprove any dream we describe.

GOP Cannot 
Capture Senate 


WASHINGTON—If the Republicans do not 
capture control of the Senate in the congressional 
elections of this Fall, in all probability it will be 

their last chance until 1950, regardless of the outcome of the presi- 
dential election two. years henée. 

‘The Senate situation offers an interesting study in considering 
Republican hopes of regaining control of the Government in the im- 
mediate future. 

Close observers agree that it is entirely possible for the GOP 
to elect a majority of the lower house this Fall, and then go on 
to win the presidential election of 1948, but still find the party 
stalemated by Democratic control of the Senate. 

The Senate constitutes the main stumbling block to a return 
of the Republicans to full power. 

This is due to the cumulative effect of the succession of land- 
slide victories rolled up by the Democrats during the Roosevelt 
regime, plus the fact that only a third of the Senate’s membership 
comes up for election every two years. 


another 


Democrats in the Senate are still traveling on the _ 
Roosevelt momentum gained from some of the past Roose 
velt victories. It would take something of a political earthquake 
in November to upset their present comfortable majority there. 
As it is now constituted, the Senate is made up of 56 Democrats 


and 40 Republicans, a clear majority of 16. 

To offset this and gain the barest working control, the Repub- 
licans, in addition to holding all of their present strength, will need 
to capture nine of the 20-odd Democratic seats to be voted on in 
November. 

On paper that may seem to be possible enough. But the situa- 
tion is complicated by the fact that many of the Democratic vacan- 
cies are in the South and other strongly Democratic territory where 
the Republicans are given only an outside chance to win. 

The most optimistic appraisal would not seem to give the Re 
publicans a chance in more than a dozen seats. These are from 
States like Ohio, Missouri, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, New Mexico, Montana, Delaware, br New York, 
Washington and Nevada. 

In other words, the Republicans would have to win a net gain 
of nine from these States, in the great majority of which Demo 
cratic candidates now appear to have the inside track. 

It would not oecasion any particular surprise for the Democrats 
to win in practically all of these States. 

Moreover, there is a possibility of the Demiocrats picking up 
at least three seats now held by Republicans—in Kentucky, Con- 


necticut and California. 

If the Republicans come up as many as four 
Closed Door short of control in November, the door will be 
practically closed against them winnfng a majority of the Senate 
in the presidential election year of 1948, 

In that year their prospect will be far less bright than they are 
now. It will be.due to the fact that only five Democratic Senators 
will be up for re-election that year outside of the solid ‘South. And 
of these at least two or three seem to be so well entrenched in what 
has come to be regarded as normal Democratic territory that they 
will be extremely difficult to defeat. These are in States like 
Montana, New Mexico and Rhode Island. 

It all seems to add up to one thing: that if the Republicans have 
any hopes of regaining control of both houses of Congress befare 
1951, they will have to produce Senate results in the coming Novem- 
ber elections. L 


Chance Few observers concede them much of a chance under 
the present outlook. They might well capture the lower 

house, where a net gain of some 26 seats would turn thé trick. 

They might even go on to elect a President in 1948, depending 
on what happens during the next two years. 

But not many GOP leaders are optimistic enough at the moment 
jto see much hope of wresting Senate control at the coming election, 

As for the Democrats, they appear to be entirely confident over 
the outlook. Some are not so sure about the House, but little 
doubts are being entertained about the Senate,

Their mountains are a little taller than ours, maybe, but the 
splehdor of their scenery is no greater than ours. Yet they’ve built 
@ skyline drive along the crest of their big hills so that folks from 
other States can drive for hours with a magnificent vista on either 
Side. They make a showplace of their mountains. 

Their seacoast, for all the beauty and lonely splendor of the 
Outer Banks, is no more beautiful than the islands of the Georgia 
coast. Yet they dramatize theirs. They dream up a great pageant 
like the Lost Colony show at Manteo to lure the tourists, and give 
them not too expensive little hotels to stay in while they are there. 
In Georgia, unless you are very rich and can own an island of 
your own or afford the elegance of the frontier hotels, you have 
to be content with fairly rustic diggings if you wish to bask within 
hearing distance of the surf. 


Industry Between the mountains and the sea, their industry 
is more varied than that of Georgia, though there is 
mo reason why it should be, particularly, except that North Caro- 
lina has deliberately set out to build her industry. More than 3,000 
plants pay $200,000,000 in wages a year to 270,000 people, and the 
value of the things they make is nearly a billion and a half dollars, 
North Carolina long ago figured out that there was no prosperity 
in raising the raw materials for somebody else to make into the 
finished product and skim the cream of the profits. Her farmers 
raise tobacco and her factories process it into its final form, turn- 
ing out 70 percent of the nation’s cigarettes and a thjrd of its 
smoking and chewing tobacco. Her farmers raise cotton and her 
textile milis lead the nation in many high-priced textile products. 
She has great stands of timber and her own mills fashion it into 
furniture to lead New York, her nearest competitor, by $7,000,000 
a year. If North Carolina had the clay which Georgia digs and 
ships North to be fashioned into fine pottery, the center of the 
ceramics industry wouldn't be Pennsylvania nor Ohio. It would 
be North Carolina. She processes her raw materials from the 
earth to the finished product. If anybody is going to make money 
out of her soil, she wants to make it herself. : 
She overlooks no bets. The handicrafts of her mountains are 
growing now from little fireside industries into community enter- 
prises—just as her now great textile and tobacco and timber proc- 


essing industries grew years ago. 

She takes a pride in her appearance you don’t 
Pace-Setter find in Georgia. You drive through Georgia and 
you will see that the fields are green and the crops are thriving. 
In the yards of the houses you'll see new automobiles, and the 
people are well-dressed and well-fed. But the house that sits in 
the midst of the green fields, with the new car in the yard and 
the well-fed, well-dressed folks on the front porch has never been 
painted. 
pointed. But it looks like a shanty for lack of paint. Folks from 
afar, driving through, don’t remember the crops and the cars and 
the looks of the people. They remember the unpainted houses. I 
don't know why the average Georgian hates paint so. In North 
Carolina, if a man doesn’t have the money to paint all his house, 
he paints the side of it that faces the road. He puts up a good 
appearance. We replace old tumble-down cow sheds and barns with 
new buildings—and then we don’t tear down the old sheds. We 
just leave them there, leaning and falling in. We don’t seem to care 
what kind of impression we make on other folks. 

I don’t know why it is that North Carolina has forged out ahead 
of us so, with no more natural advantage over us than she has. 
I think maybe education has something to do with it. Fifty years 
ago North Carolina decided she was tired of having her aristocratic 


neighbors, Virginia and South Carolina, look down their patrician 
noses et her. She started in improving her schools. With educa- 
tion came many other good things. Improved roads, better health 
services for the people. More industry. A man with some learning 
in his head is not content to be hungry and poor. North Carolina 
took as her slogan, “Pace-Setter of the South.” Then she ved up to 
it. +a used to have a fancy name, too. “Empire te of the 
South.” e deserved the title once, but it has been a long time ago. 

Nobody need write me, either, saying, “If you love North Caro- 
lina so much why don’t you move there?” I don’t love North Caro- 
lina. I love Georgia. And I hate to see a sister State, with no 
more resources than Georgia has, forge so far ahead of her.

EDUCATORS DEFER STUDY 


Members of the Atlanta Board 
of Education last night deferred 
a study of salaries pending out- 
come pf the agitation for an 
emergency salary hike which 
might involve school and non- 
school departments and offered to 
co-operate with a committee from 
non-school departments in a long- 
range study of classifications and 
salaries with a view to standard- 
izing both 

The proposal is designed to elim- 
inate inequalities in pay and would 
facilitate recruitment of employes 
for vacancies despite labor short- 
ages, proponents said. 

At the present time, basic school 
department salaries are about 
$3,600,000 annually, and war 
bonuses add another $795,000 to 
the payments. 

Non-school departments basic 
payrolls aggregate approximately 
$4,270,000 a year with an addition 
of $980,000 for war bonuses. The 
bonuses for both school and non- 
school divisions are 22% percent 
in lower brackets and 17% per- 
cent in the higher. 

School payrolls would be pushed 
to $4,295,000 annually while non- 
school departments would require 
$5,677,000 of another 10 percent is 
added. The school hike would be 
$360,000, while other departments 
would add another $427,000. 


STATE BOOSTS AID 

An increase of 50 percent in pay- 
ments made to the Atlanta school 
department by the State would add 
another $470,000 annually to 
school revenues, more than enough 
to absorb a 10 percent bonus for 
school employes, but other city de- 
partments might experience some 
difficulty in providing the $427,000 
required each year if they raised 
salaries another 10 percent.
